EXTRA-SESSION GOSSIP. 
THE PRESIDENT IS VINDICATED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2. It can be stated 
upon authority that the President bas not yet 
definitiy decided to call an extra session, He is 
hesitating. The opposition is stronger than he 
had suppose; but, inasmuch as Cabinet secrets 
are to be among the lost arts in this Administra- 
tion, the public will not know anything about 
the matter until the decision is made. Since it 
has been known, however, that the President is 
seriously considering the subject, the Congres- 
sional opponents of a called session have 
taken the pains to inform the Presi- 
dent of their views. Among those who 
have called upon him in opposition 
to an extra session are Mr. Robeson, of New 
Jersey, and Mr. Keifer, of Ohid,—the latter a 
candidate for the Speakership. These gentile- 
men argne that an extra session would be un- 
wise and impolitic: They made the following 
points: That the entire amount of 6 per cent 
bonds now outstanding 

CAN BE PAID BEFORE NEXT DECEMBER 
with the surplus revenues and a portion of the 
avaliable cash now In. the Treasury, and that it 
would be better in every sense to reduce the in- 
terest charge by redeeming €200,000,000, or 
even $150,000,000 of these high-rate bonds 
in this way than to disturb the business of the 
country and put the Government to the ex- 
pense of an extra session of Congress. It is es- 
timated at the Treasury Department that the 
surplus revenue for the ten months of the pres- 
ent calendar year will be $100,000,000, and, should 
this sum be realized, there can be no doubt that 
the Secretary of the Treasury would be able to 
take up and cance! $150,000,000 of the outstanding 
6 per cent bonds before Jan. I next. 

THE SAVING THAT WOULD REESULT FROM 

SUCH A COURSE, 
when the expense of an extra session is consid- 
ered, would equal that which would be effected 
by any refunding measure that might be passed 
at an extra session. It was urged that, should 
an extra session be called. an imperfect Refund- 
ing bill would be passed, or, should anything be 
done that would disturb business, the Repub- 
lican party would be held responsible, and 
would inevitably suffer damage in the coming 
election in consequenee; that it wasa mistake 
to suppose that the Republicans would 
stand solid for a Refunding din 
with a higher rate of interest. than 3 per 
cent, or that they could be heid together 
against such a provision as the Carlisie section 
of the vetoed bili of the last session.

Tur opponents of the nomination of A. M.

strives to show that this ratio will be the 
most convenient for all parties concerned, 
It will obviate the need for recoinage on the 
Continent df which at any lower 
value for silver would be enormously bur- 
densome,—so costly, indeed, to all the Eu- 
ropean Governments interested that Mr. 
Cernuschi congeives the proposition to be un- 
worthy of consideration. On the basis of 16 
to 1, for instance, it would cost France $85,- 
000,000 te put the required amount of addi- 
tional silver in her outstanding coinage, to 
say nothing of the expense of recoining. On 
the other hand, the United States, which has 
comparatively littie silver outstanding, wouid 

by reducing the ratio from 16 to 15%, 
difference on each dollar amounting to 1234 
grains. Mr. Cernuschi’s argument is very inge- 
nious and forcible. Itis directed to a consider- 
ation of the equitiés as well as the expedien- 
cy of the question of bimetallism, and will re- 
pay a careful perusal. It has a special value 
in view of the approaching conference at 
Paris, as it indicates the basis on which the 
representatives of the Governments of Conti- 
nental Europe will be disposed to insist.

THE PROPOSED EXTEA SESSION OF cox - 


Advices from Washington now €toncur in 
the probability that the President will call 
an extra session of Congress about the 
middie of next month. If the news be cor- 
rect it indicates a very decided. change of 
opinion on this subject on the part of the 
President and his principal advisers, who 
were certainly opposed to a called session 
when Congress adjourned a couple of weeks 
ago. It is fair to presume that the change 
has been brought about by special influences. 
Indeed, it is very clearly intimated that the 
Ohio politicians have been urging an extra 
session on the ground that ex-President 
Hayes’ veto of the Democratic Funding bill 
will endanger Republican chances for suc- 
cess in the fall campaign in iat State. Ina 
general way there is small justification for a 
National Administration to shape its policy 
to suit the political emergencies of any par- 
ticular State, and in this instance there are 
many specific reasons why such a concession 
to the Ohio politicians is undesirable. 

The Ohio demand for an extra session is 
not merely selfish butillogical. The Execu- 
tive veto of the Democratic Funding bill was 
in the line of the combined ana stubborn op- 
position which the measure encountered 
from the Republicans in both Houses of Con- 
gress. If the Ohio politicians are af the opin- 
jon that the veto is indefensible before the 
people, how do they propose to justify the 
attitude of the Republican members of Con- 
gress? A call for an extra segsion may possi- 
bly be construed as a disapproval of the veto, 
-though it will not imply such censure, but it 
cannot be as a promise that the Re- 
publicans of the new Congress will accept 
the unfair terms of the Democratic refunding 
scheme. As a matter of fact, there is no such 
purpose among the Republicans, nor would 
President Garfield approve a similar measure 
if it were to pass to-day. 

The defeat of the Democratic Funding bill 
| by the interposition of the Executive veto 
may be successfully defended on the merits 
of the question. The responsibility of the 
failure to agree upon a refunding project 
rests clearly upon the Democratic majority 
of the last Congress. The public need of a 
practicabie refunding measure was known 
to the Democrats at the beginning of the ses- 
sion. It was conceded from the first to be 
the most important business before Congress. 
Yet it was pushed aside to make room for 
partisan projects, and it was not permitted to 
come up for discussion 
of the session. When the measure was ad- 
mitted to consideration the Southern Demo- 
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it. If it could be negotiated without coer- 
cion, then it was absurd to adopt a coerctve 
measure. If it was likely to fail even under 
attempted coercion, the Government would 
risk double humilation. Hence there was no 
point of view from which the destructive 
Southern Democratic feature of the Refund- 
ing bill could be honestly approved, The 
Democrats would not pass the bill without 
this Southern condition. The Republicans 
were ready to agree to the proposed duration 
of the bonds, the rate of interest, and all 
other conditions except that of the 
banks to buy them. But the Democrats 
would accept nothing short of this bulldoz- 
ing. Hence the President vetoed the bill. 
It will not be necessary for Republicans to 
defend the scared conduct of certain Nation- 
al banks in order to put upon the Democrats 
the responsibility of the failure. 
It may be admitted that the prompt pas- 
sage of another Funding bill under the au- 
spices of a Republican Congress, and the 
successful negotiation of a new loan at a low 
rate of interest, would contribute more or 
less to party success in Ohio and elsewhere, 
But what guarantee is there that such an 
achievement Will be the result of au extra 
session? It must not be forgotten that the 
new Congress is perilously close in both 
branches. The Senate has just been organ- 
ized by the Republicans only with tne vote of 
an Independent Senator and the Vice-Presi- 
dent. In House the Republicans will 
have a majority of barely one o all, pro- 
viding they fill three vacancies, and it is a 
little doubtful as to one of them,. It is con- 
fidently expected that several Greenbackers 
will vote with the Republicans, if necessary, 
on the question of organizing the House, but 
no Greenback votes can be reasonably count- 
ed upon for a Funding* bill. The Green- 
backers are opposed to all funding meas- 
ures. They want the debt “paid off,” 
as they call it, by issues of irredeem- 
able flat notes which they call money. 
They would like to have 700 millions of irre- 
deemable greenbacks printed to pay off” 
the bonds subject to call next summer. They 
will act with the Democrats in opposing any 
Funding bill which may be presented that 
proposes to pay the bonds in coin or its 
equivalent. No money better than Fiat shin- 
plasters suits them with which to pay Na- 
tional debts; and they will be even more act- 
ive than the Democrats in insisting upon co- 
ercing the National banks asa condition of 
any Funding bill that is likely to pass. It will 
be the policy of the Democratic caucus to re- 
tard agreement upon any measure, and in 
ev@ry other way to embarrass the Republican 
majority. As Sam Cox is reported to have 
said, “ The extra session will give them a 
chance to raise hob.“ The Democrats enjoy 
that better than anything else. The loss ofa 
single vote on the Republican side, by ab- 
sence or by disagreement, would cripple the 
majority and deprive it of a quorum for the 
passage of a Funding bill; and, if an extra 
session be convened and new agitation result 
from a protracted discussion of finance, the 
Republicans will now be held responsible. 
What the country wants is rest. The gen- 
eral desire of all dusiness-men to be let 
alone, and let the country prosper. A sum- 
mer session of Congress will cause excite- 
ment, apprehension, and disturbance. No 
interest is suffering for the presence of Con- 
gress. All the appropriation bills have been 
passed. There are means enough at the 
command of the Secretary ot the Treasury to 
take up the 200 millions of 6 per cents that 
are payable in July. In addition to money 
on hand and* revenue coming in, the Secre- 
tary has authority to issue 104 millions of 
unsold 4 per cent bonds, for which he can 
realize a premium of 12 to 14 per cent. A

save the difference of interest on 469 millions 
of 5 per cents from the Ist vo July until next 
December, which is a small sum to pay for 
exemption from the disturbances and excite- 
ments caused by an extra session of Congress 
in the dog-days. And even from this loss on 
interest must be deducted the cost of a 
session of Congress, amounting to a quarter of 
a million a month.

STATE VALUATION TOO LOW. 

The Revenue law of this State, in estab- 
lishing the State Board of Equalization, pro- 
vides that that Board, in its final revision. 
“shall not reduce the aggregate assessed 
valuation in the State; neither shall it in- 
crease said: aggregate valuation except in 
such amount as may be reasonably necessary 
to a just equalization, and not exceeding one 
percent on such aggregate assessed valua- 
tion.“ 

The tendency of Town Assessors to reduce 
assecsinents for State and county taxation is 
so strong that there.is a danger that the 
County and City Governments may be starved 
out in the operation, and be left without 
adequate means of support. It has already 
reached that point in this county, and, 
unless there be some other sources of revenue 
supplied, Chicago may -be left without the 
funds necessary for maintaining the City 
Government. 

The authority of the State Board to in- 
crease the aggregate assessments made by 
the local Assessors ought really to be con- 
sidered part of the general authority of 
equalization. In fact, the lodgment of such 
a power somewhere seems to be essential to 
any intelligent and just system of equaliza- 
tion of taxes. . 

There is an objectfon made by some per- 
sons that such an authority is forbidden by 
the Constitution, which, itis said, makes the 
local Assessors the only authority to make 
valuations. This objection is not warranted 
by the Constitution. The Constitution of 
Illinois gives all authority over this subject 
to the General Assentbly,and all the powers 
exercised by Absessors are those granted to 
them by the State law. The Constitution 
(Art. 9) provides: :

The Constitution makes no mention of such 
officers as Town Assessors, any more than it 
does of Boards of Equalization. It provides 
that the valuation of property for taxation 
shall be made by “ some person or persons, 
appointed or elected pursuant toa law of 
the State.“ The officesand duties of Town 
Assessors and the officé and duty of the State 
and County Boaids of Equalization are 
created and defined by the same general act 
ofthe Legislature. Under that law the yvalua

Indeed, 
the present Revenue law on its face concedes 
the power of the State Board to increase the 
aggregate valuation made by the Assessors, 
but limits that increase to 2 per cent. If it 
be constitutignal to increase the aggregate 
of the Assessors’ returns 2 per cent, then the 
Legislature may enlarge that limit to 10 or 
any other per cent. 

There being no possible constitutional ob- 
jection, the Legislature being clothed with 
full power over the subject then is it not 
proper for it to interpose authority some- 
where to check this forever decreasing pro- 
portion of assessment so as to prevent the 
County and Municipal Gdé¥ernments from 
being starved to death ? 8 

The constitutional rate of taxation b 
counties for current expenditures is limited 
to % cents on the $100 of valuation. The 
legal rate of taxation in cities for general 
municipal purposes (exclusive of taxes for 
principal and interest ot debts existing be- 
fore 1870) is 2 per cent. These rates are high 0 
enough, and are ample for all honest and de- 
sirable purposes, provided the assessed valu- 
ation bears a decent relation to the actual 
value of property. The progress of deacent 
in valuation for taxable purposes of late 
years has been serious. We give the total 
équalized valuation for the several years un- 
der our present revenue law:

1,001, 123, 110 | 1880 


These returns indicate a reduction of 42 
percent in the aggregate valuation of the 
taxable property within the whole State since 
1878, and proportionately of the valuations in 
the several* counties, Where the valuation 
in 1873, or even in 1875, was barely sufficient 
to enable counties and other municipalities 
under th® legal limit of rate to raise revenue 
enough to meet their current expenditures, 
the present rate is not sufficient. Had it not 
been for the receipt of back taxes since 1876, 
the City of Chicago would not have had reve- 
nue to meet its indispensable expenses. 

We think the Legislature might wisely in- 
vest the State Board with power, in its dis- 
cretion, to increase the aggregate valuation 
of the property in the State, as returned by 
the Assessors, not exceeding 20 per cent. It 
is a power not likely to be abused, the mem- 
bers of the Board fully as representa- 
rs, or the Legislature 
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TURKEY AND GREECE GOING TO FIGHT. 

If the foreign dispatches may be credited, 
the negotiations at Constantinople seem to 
have reached something like a deadlock, ow- 
ing to the obstinacy of the Turkish Ministry. 
The Isiand of Crete is the*maximum of ter- 
ritory which Turkey offers to cede. Crete 
and Thessaly is the minimum, the cable- 
Krams state, which the six Powers will ac 
cept. Meanwhile Thessaly and Epirus is the 
territory which the Greeks demand, or rather 
the larger part of that area, in accordance 
with the provisions of the Beriin Treaty. It 
is probable, however, that the Greeks would 
acceptthe minimum proposed by the Powers, 
and that, if Turkey will not concede it they 
will cross the frontier to seize it. Should 
such a war break out, it is extremely ques- 
tionable whether ut can be localized. The 
recent death of the Czar has brought 
Russia into closer relations than ever 
before with Greece, and although Rus- 
sia, in her present state of inter- 
nal agitation, and with her new policies as 
yet unannounced, is hardly in a condition 
for war, Greece would certainly have her 
sympathies and perhaps material help. 
Meanwhile it is reported that Turkey is se- 
cretly offering Bosnia to Austria, which 
would give the latter Power a tremendous 
impulse on her way to the Algean, which is 
the present goal of her ambition in South- 
eastern Europe. England, of course, is 
alarmed at the aspectof affairs. Germany 
remains indifferent, though it has taken a 
place at the head of the negotiations at the 
request of the other Powers. She has pro- 
posed’ a mode of procedure which can be 
adopted for fhe prevention of war; 
but, if it should not be adopted, 
it makes little dffference to her, as 
in making the proposal she had no interests 
of her own in view but those of Europe. If, 
therefore, war should break out, and it 
should be localized, she can feel none of the 
inconveniences which the other Powers 
might suffer; while, if it should spread be- 
yond local bounds, she still in a position to 
domffate it and turn it to her advantage. It 
is not certain, however, that war will be im- 
mediate, for. if necessary, it is within the 
power of the Turks to enter upon a regular 
course of negotiations, and thus prolong 
then almost indefinitly. The Paris cor- 
respondent of the London Times, in a dis- 
patch to that paper, shows, as follows, how 
the whole matter may be tied up in red tape:

“A BIGER MAW GARFIELD.” 

The historical Mr, hugh, . erstwhile 
Doorkeeper to a Democratie House of Rep- 
resentatives, who once modestly confessed 
himself to be a “biger man than old 
Grant,” must look to his laurels. There is 
an Illinois candidate for the succession to 
Fitzhugh’s greatness. His name is Jones. 
Fortunately he is distinguished from the re- 
mainder of the numerous family to which 
he bélongs because he is known as “ Long 
Jones.” The elongated member of the 
Jones family is now ocenpying à larger 
space of the public attention than any other 
individual or institution in this country. It 
may well be conceived that many important 
matters confronted the new Presiden} upon 
his induction into*office. There were sald 
to be factions in the Republican party which 
9 ne: careful adjustment. Supreme 
Judges, foreign Ministers, heads of bureaus, 
and some thousands of offices of more or less 
importance commanded his atiention. The 
question of an extra session was rdised 
to plague him. Mahone struggled for a 
monopoly of space in the public eye, A full 
complement of Congressional advisers were 
on hand, supplemented by ex-Congressmen 
and Congressmen-elect, to shape the policy, 
and particuarly to dispose of the patronage, 
of the new Administration. Great social 
questions, including the designation of Grand 
Chamberlain for the White House, were 
awaiting the decision of the Chief Executive. 
But all these affairs were pushed aside in 
order that Jones —“ Long Jones”’—should 
come to the front. And there he has re- 
mained ever since. Neither the Cabinet of- 
ficers nor the Senatorial conclaves have been 
able to depose him from the prominence 
which His Altitude has assumed. For nearly 
three weeks he has been the observed of 
all observers,” if not the admired of all ad- 
mirers. He has furnished the newspaper 
correspondents with columns of specials 
at the cost of their principals. He has fairly 
kept the telegraph company running since 
Congress adjourned. Prosperous jour- 
nals have expended a large part of 
their surplus, and the feeble little 
newspapers have involved themselves 
hopelesly in debt, to keep their readers au 
courant in the great—so to speak, the 
„Lonk Jones case. The sobriqtet which 
this now famous individual has hitherto en- 
joyed by reason of his hight will be further 
justified in the future by the length of time 
during which he absorbed the undivided at- 
tention of the American Nation. And the 
end is not yet. Jones, who is already pro- 
vided with a fat office on the Rock River, de- 
mands a fatter one in Chieago, and pending 
that unhappy state of things it will not be 
possible to dispose of him. The assasination 
of an Emperor of all the Russias, or the 
blinding force of a local snow-storm, may for 
the moment dim the electric light of his re- 
nown, but Jones bursts forth with new and 
increased br@liancy every few hours. The 
world is yet in doubt as to what the fate of 
Jones wil be, but most people have 
settled down to the conviction that 
it will be necessary to turn ont 
Hildrup—an excellent Republican—to make 
place for.

POSITION TO WHICH SILVER I8 NOW RE- 
DUCED. 

PARIS, Feb, 8. 181,—The monometalists were 
bound to fail, they have failed. They succeeded, 
indeed, in getting all the gold-coining States to 
cease coining silver, but they struck against an 
impossibility when, persisting. in their enter- 
prise, they wanted Europe to call-in and de- 
monetize its old silver coin. That coin still cir 
culates, and by milliards. How could it have 
been called- in and repaid with gold? Who would 
have bought all these crowns melted down into 
ingots? Who could have supplied the gold to 
pay for those ingots? What could bave been 


‘done with those 


Germany, who had embraced with ardor the 
gold monometaliist doctrines; Germany, who 
bad set herself to calling-in the florins and tha- 
lers, and selling them at any price in inguts be- 
yond the frontier; Germany herself, reflecting 
on the colossal losses she was about to ineur by 
continuing the ingenuous operation (she had al- 
ready lost a hundred miliion marks), adopted iu 
June, 1879, a maniy resolution. She proclaimed 
that she renounced carrying further the work 
of demonetization. No more calling in, ne 
more sales of silver. The old thaler, therefore, 
still circulates; it circulates as a forced curren- 
cy, and every German is bound to receive it for 
three gold marks. Thus the position of France 
and the position of Germany, though brought 
about by untike causes, are now identical. Both 
here and there gold alone is coined; but both 
here and there is a glut of gid silver crowns. At 
the Imperial Bank, of Germany, as at the Bank 
of France, the stock of metal is composed of 
one-third gold and two-thirds silver. : 

But there is metal and metal, accerding as the 
law admits gold alone, or silver alone, or both 
together, to free and unlimited mintage. When 
once a metal is not coinable at pleasure, all of it 
that exists as coin becomes debased. It circu- 
lates within the State which coined it, because 
it is there forced currency, but it can be meited 
down only at a great joss, and it can not be ex- 
ported for the purpose of being transformed 
into money in neighboring States. The 800,000,000 
of 5-franec pieces which, within the Latin Union, 
are legal tender to any amount for the nominal 
value of four bililards of francs, have no real 
value. It is just as if they were nickel. 

All the coined miver of Germany, of Holland, 
of all Europe, and of the United States, is in the 


same position. Round cach State bas risen up, 


during the last few years, thanks to the mono- 
metailists, a wall of China, as it were, which im- 
prisons the national silver coinage. Half the 
European eas is thus shut up in compartments 
not communicating with each other. Let it once 
become necessary to export gold in payment of 
wheat from beyond the seas, and the gold 
francs, the gold marks, the gold florins will all 
be ata premium a compared with the silver 
francs, marks, and florius. The monetary chaos 
would be compiete. — 

Let the Governments now coining gold, or 
only a fate number ot those Governments, begin 
simultaneously coining both metals, and at once, 
as by a stroke of wand, the situadon will 
become excellent. four milliards iu 5-franc 
pieces, at ut reduced to the condition of 
paper roubles, will n become four genuine 
and veritable milliards, just as if they were gold. 
Silver and gold, indifferently, will be sent across 
the seas to y for provisions sold us by 
America. ermany may de paid in silver 
5-franc peo. France may also be paid in 
thalers; for German par . — be made out of 
silver 8-frane pieces and Fro money out of 
thalers. The stock uf international money will 
be doubled. To a dearth of good money will 
succeed abundance,—a certain abundance and 
certain for ever. .
